Dr. Coleman Woodbury, Visiting 
Professor of Housing, University 
of Wisconsin and chairman of the 
housing committee of the Confer- 
ence, said: 


“Good housing is an incentive to 
marriage, to learning the arts of 
homemaking, to the bearing of 
children, to their full development 
as human, that is to say, social 
beings. It furthers the physical, 
mental, and emotional health of 
all members of the family. It les- 
sens the strains, tensions and 
frustrations in an active and 
changing social organism. It con- 
tributes to the sense of human 
worth and dignity and thus to 
mutual respect and companion- 
ship. It provides sensibly for the 
widely varying needs of families 
over the cycle of their lives.” 


Next to housing, education and 
public health were considered by 
the experts as the fields in which 
there is most urgent need for help 
for the American family. 


In the field of education, the 
experts heard again the familiar 
and alarming facts about the 
shortage of school teachers and 
inadequate school facilities and 
listened. to speeches emphasizing 
the role that the school and teach- 
er must play in the life of the 
child if juvenile delinquency is to 
be solved. 


Said George Harrison: “When 
both parents are employed at the 
same time or even at separate 
times, the home is not always 
complete; it can lack attraction; 
it can become literally a place 
only to eat and sleep. When the 
home is a shared home, and per- 


haps gru shared with an- 
other se iy is apt to be some- 


thing less than a magnet for the 
school child. 


“We cannot expect our schools 
to maintain vast programs of 
supervised play after classroom 
hours unless our schools are ade- 
quately financed to do the job. 
At the present time, too many of 
them are not adequately financed 
to teach the three R’s, much less 
add the fourth and vital R of 
recreation. :

GLOOMY picture of Mr. and 

Mrs. America’s declining pur- 

chasing power which forces the 
family to eat less palatable and 
less nourishing diets, accept lower 
housing standards and postpone 
visits to the doctor was presented 
to the conference by Dr. John Cor- 
son, circulation manager of the 
Washington Post and chairman of 
the Conference’s Economic Wel- 
fare Committee. 


“Unlike the twénties, when opti- 
mism ran high, workers today feel 
uncertain,” said Dr. Corson. “To- 
day even home ownership is no 
touchstone to economic security. 
Too high a price for the purchase 
of a home may cloud the family's 
economic security for many years 
to come. 


“The increased proportion of all 
families working for wages in in- 
dustrial employment, the rising 
costs of living, the disappearance 
of savings, and the increase of 
consumer debt during recent years 
all tend to make the typical family 
more vulnerable to the hazards of 
unemployment, illness, old age and 
death.” 

The conference heard a report 
prepared by Dr. Leona Baumgart- 
ner of the New York City Depart- 
ment of Health and Dr. Haven 
Emerson, professor emeritus, Co- 
lumbia University, which stated 
that although food supplies in this 
country could be ample to provide 
the entire population with a diet 
that would support a high level of 
nutritional health, yet a large por- 
tion of the population does not 
have the kind of diet needed for 
health and well being. 

Other facts were presented 
which illustrated the inability of 
millions of American families to 
cope with health and education

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the peak of the economic boom, 


nearly half of American families 


did not have the income that the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics’ budget 
for a worker’s family sets up as 
the very minimum of decent living. 
This. budget, representing “the 
total dollar necessary to provide 
family health, worker efficiency, 
nurture of children, and social par- 
ticipation by all members of the 
family,” was set at the minimum 
of $2930 for the entire year in 1946. 
Yet, nearly half of all American 
families did not reach this total 
income and one out of every four 
American families had an income 
of less than $2000, with a large 
proportion of families with one or 
more children in this lowest fourth 
of our income scale, 


Speaking on the subject of 
adequate income and family 
health, Eric Johnston said: “Man- 
agement might remember that 
what it isn’t spending in construc- 
tive voluntdry family help, it is 
certainly spending in taxes. Pub- 
lic welfare costs a lot of money. 
There is no substitute for an 
adequate income for the family, 
and all other adventures in the 
field of family welfare are sec- 
ondary to that. The high cost of 
public welfare bears a shocking 
relationship to inadequate pay in 
many quarters. : 


“The refreshing thi is that 
there is a growing dence of 
social consciousness in the ranks 
of industry. Management is op- 
erating numerous successful fam- 
ily welfare programs. They are 
motivated by the spirit of par- 
ticipation and not of paternalism. 
They cover a wide range and are 
excellent examples for others to 
follow. Notably successful are 
broad family health and hospitali- 
zation plans, Such programs are 
‘preventive medicine.’ It is a field 
which management could afford 
to explore with intensity.” 


Dr. Eduard C, Lindeman, pro- 
fessor of social philosophy at the 
New York School of Social Work, 
Columbia University, told the con- 
ference that in the past year, dur- 
ing lectures to high school audi- 
ences, college students and forums 
in widely scattered communities, 
young people had repeatedly asked

“These young people,” said Dr. 
Lindeman, “were for

specialists in child logy, 
health, dietetics, education, recrea- 
tion had aggravated some of the 
difficulties because the solutions 
offered were too narrow and 
technical, or had little or nothing 
to do with the here and now.”

Plans for a new Y.M.C.A. build- 
ing for Negroes to be built on a 
lot at the southwest corner of 
Page and Sarah boulevards were 
approved last week by the board 
of managers of the Pine Street 
“YY,” 2846 Pine street, under whose 
direction the new “Y” will be op- 
erated as an outpost branch. Con- 
struction will start in June. Carl 
E. Etz is architect. 

The new building will be a two- 
story brick structure measuring 
68 by 36 feet on the 83 by 168 
foot lot. It is planned as the 
first section of a three-unit build- 
ing later which will provide a 
swimming pool and gymnasium 
when sufficient funds are avail- 
able, according to Bige Wyatt, 
Pine Street’ ‘XY” board chairman. 

The first floor plan callg for a 
lobby, clubrooms, a_ freception 
lounge with a fireplace, offices for 
the “Y” staff, and service rooms. 
On the second floor will be an 
assembly hall seating 300 which 
can be used as a banquet hall, a 
stage, a kitchen and a craft room. 
The basement will provide a heat- 
ing plant and game rooms, 

The building, which will cost 
about $40,000, has been made pos- 
sible from funds raised by the 
eight “Y” branches here last year 
in a $751,000 New Century Youth 
Fund campaign.

sacrifices a year of bloom. Many 
| growers cover with about a half- 
inch of soil, but Scott prefers to 
jleave the top of the rhizome un- 
covered at planting time. He 
then can watch for the slightest 
sign of rot. Diseased parts are 
cut away at once, and the surface 
of the cut is dusted with sulphur. 
Before winter sets in, he covers 
the rhizomes with one-half inch 
of soll,

able plants during the winter by. 


covering them with inverted bush- 
el baskets, or a layer or straw. 
“The thing that hurts worst is a 
warm spell, followed by a iate 
| freeze,” Scott says. “T lost three 
iris last winter, but I@on’t protect 
my plants. If they are so tender 
that they won't get along, I don’t 
want them.” 

Scott keeps his béds clean, re- 
moving grass and weeds, so that 
the sun can get to the rhizomes. 
Plants are sturdier, and there is 
less danger of rot. Iris that have 
been moved or divided are watered 
as needed for the first 45 days, 
but after that they can take care 
of themselves, even in the driest 
season, Spurias and Japanese iris 
need plenty of water in early 
peat hg Scott added, but after their 
blooming season, they are not dam- 
aged by drouths,

The refusal, says Clark, as did At- 
torney General Jackson in Frank- 
lin D, Roosevelt’s time, is backed 
by the constitutional division of 
authority between the executive, 
legislative and judicial branches of 
government. 

Here are Clark’s citations of 
presidential refusals from Wash- 
ington’s time on in similar situ- 
tions: : 

Washington—A House resolu- 
tion called for the President's 
papers relativé to part of the rev- 
olutionary war. The reply was 
that the President would “com- 
municate such papers as the pub- 
lic good would permit.” 

defferson—Congress asked for a 
mass of data relating to the Aaron 
Burr conspiracy.

NEW DRUG EFFECTIVE. 
ON CHOLERA REPORTED 


Of 43 Persons Treated With 
It in Egy ~ ha idemic, 
Only ied. 


NEW YORK, May 15 (UP)—A 
new drug has been found to be 
effective against cholera, one of 
man’s worst plagues; Columbia 
University announced today. 


The drug, known as phthalyl- 
sulfacetimide, was developed by 

Harry Seneca, research ameoctene 
of Columbia’s staff, and Dr. Hd- 
ward Henderson, director of the 
clinical research division of 
Schering Corp., Bloomfield, N.J. 

The drug got its challenging 
test in the’ recent epidemic of 
cholera in Egypt, the university 
announced. It wa: used on more 
than 500 patients, but records 
were maintained on only 43 per- 
sons. Of those 43 suffering The 
disease and treated with the drug, 
only one died. 

In contrast, the university an- 
nounced, official Egyptian gov- 
ernment figures have disclosed 
that among 20,781 persons who 
were stricken with cholera, 10,278 
died, a mortality rate of 49.2 per 
cent.
